Mow, the farmers are getting 
into the habit of enltivating the soil in that 
It has taken them quite a while te 
get that expericnee, but they have learned 
the proper system now, and there is no 
donbt that they will make more rapid prog- 
résé in the future thin they made in the past. 
Every farmer going into that country hiad 
the idea that he would get rich by raising 
grain.

In a speech which he male in the Manito 
ba Legislature the other day, Mr Prendea- 


vast, the leader of the French party in that 


bill abolishing separate schools, and declared 
that ‘serious consequences might result if 
any attempt was made to levy taxes upon 
Catholics for the 
schools.” 


Protestant 
Mr. Prendergast «nows well that 
the Martin bill does not require Roman 
Catholics to support Protestant schools. It 


simply ordains that the State shail no longer 
contribute to the maintenance of Roman 
Catholic schools, that henceforth it shal! 
contribute to the anaintenance of non-sect 
anan schools only, and that those who desire 
a sectanian education for their children 
must provide itat their own expense. Hrief 
ly stated, the primary objection to State- 
aided separate or Catholic schools is that the 
system is unfair aud inequitabie—that if 
such schools are to be sabventioncd by the 
Siate the State should in fairness vrant aub- 
Yentions for the support of Baptist sehoole, 
Presbyterian schools, Church of England 
achools, and to carry the matter to its logical 
conclusion, even to Agnostic schools. Again, 
there is no difference in principle between 
paying public money for the propagauon of 
Roman Catholic doctrine in the schools and 
paying it for the propagation of snch doe 
trine from the pulpit; im other words, it as 
wrong in tho one case as well os in the other 
to take money received from the generat 
tuxes aud apply it to the purposes of denotu 
iuational propagandism. Lastly, it is found 
that the tendency of the separate school sys 
tem is to weaken the comniminity and retard 
rls Social and material progress. Tliis arses 
trum the segregation of the Roman Catholie 
chiidren from the rest of the sehool popnala 
tion, the diviston thus created being to some 
extoit kept up in after life, te the wayuary of 
the Norman Catholies themoeives ho less thar 
to imat of their non-Catholic neighbors
